SLIPPERY JIM. 
HOW THE MAN ANDERSON’S TESTIMONY LOOKS 
AFTER BEING SIFTED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasninoton, D. C., June 4.—There were 
endless discrepancies, as Anderson called them, 
in his testimiony to-day. Saturday he swore he 
was appuinted by Gov. Kellogg. To-day he 
admitted he was appointed and commissioned 
by Licut.-Goy. Antoine. He denied knowledge 
of some of the simplest principles of Louisiana 
law, which permitted all the votes of one party 
for purposes of safety to be held in one pre- 
cinct. He insisted emphaticatly that he never 
had any knowledge of fraud fu the Feliciana 
Parishes election. He admitted that the Nash 
agreement was on its face a falsehood, and that 
he only wanted to entrap Nash to have some- 
thing to overcome him. As to the question of 
intimidation, his statements were 

UTTERLY IRRECONCILIABLE. 

He admitted and denied, affirmed and redenied, 
that there was intimidation. Finally he ac’ 
knowledged, that, substantielly, mauy of the 
essential portions of his Senate evidence was 
true, and that there was such violence and in- 
timidatiou before the election in East Feliciana 
as to make Republicen meetings practically im- 
possible. Anderson strenuously maintained 
that he did uot swear to the protest which was 
presented to the Returning Board, aud that he 
omitted from it tne words Republican and 
Democratic. His own theory as to this would 
indicate that at that early day he was planning 
to make himself useful to whichever party 
should pay the most. 

TUB DEMOCRATS BECAME VERY RESTIVE 
under Reed’s cross-examipation, and at the 
fact that he was succeeding in placing upon the 
records of the Committce the damaging testi- 
mony which. both Anderson and Weber gave 
before the Senate Committee. The terrible 
story of violence, bloodshed, intimidation, and 
outrage which starticd the country for many 
months was told over again from Mr. Reed’s 
questionings and Anderson's admissions until 
.at last McMahon, managing for the Democrats, 
moved to strike out all such passages from the 
testimony, on the ground, as be called it, that it 
was improper and irrelevant. 

The Democrats wish the fullest liberty of 
questioning for themselves, but desire to have 
the strictest rules of common law enforced 
against the Republicans. Fortunately, Chair- 
man Potter is disposed. to be 

VERY FAIR IN HIS RULINGS, 

and to carry out his theory that the function of 
a Chairman is that of an umpire. As a couse- 
quence, the Republicans succeeded to-day in 
baving Weber’s story of the outrages in the 
Feliciana Parishes, which has not yet been suc- 
cessfully impeached, incorporated in this inves- 
tigation. 

in the course of the cross-examination of four 
hours, referring to his former sworu testimony, 
numerous such admissions as this came from 
Anderson: He told the truth in such a way as 
intentionally to give the Committee a false 
idea.

THE TOBACCO MEN 
WORKING FOR A REDUCTION OF THE TAX. 
Special Dispatch to Tue Tribune. 

Wasuincrton, D. C., June 4.—Tobacco manu- 
facturers from all parts of the country have 
been busy at the Capitol to-day urging an 
umendment to Burchard’s bill amending the 
Internal Revenue laws so as to reduce the tax 
on all manufactured tobacco to 16 cents per 
pound. ‘The bill gave way to Mr. Wood’s Tariff 
bill this afternoon, giving the tobacco delega- 
tion an opportunity to urge their views. Some of 
the leading manufacturersin New York have pro- 
tested warmly against any reduction in the tax on 
tobacco, asserting ery agitation of the 
subject has paraly business. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury opposes a reduction on the 
ground that the Government cannot afford to 
bave reyenues reduced just now. The Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue holds that the pres- 
ent rate, which is hela equal to the average rate, 
taken all in all, for sixteen years past, is not too 
high. Two hundred memorials have been pre- 
sented for and against a reduction of the tax 
en tobacco, many of them recommending that, 
in case a reduction is made, a drawback 
shall be given those who have tobacco on hand 
on which the old rates have been paid. Nine- 
teen bills have been introduced this season in 
favor of allowing producers of tobacco to sell 
free of license, but the Committee on Ways and 
Means decided that it was impracticable to vo 
into an investigation of this feature of the 
trade, and the triends of the measure have 
abandoned further efforts. These biils in the in- 
terest of the growers came principally from Ken- 
tucky, North Carolina, and Alabama mem bers. 

THE TARIFF BILL. 
UNMISTAKABLE SIGNS OF DEFEAT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninaton, D. C., June 4.— Fernando 
Wood has proved bimself a poor prophet as to 
his Tariff bill. Until recently he bas claimed 
that be could pass jt by fifteen or twenty ma- 
jority; lately he has said that be could easily 
procure its postponement until next session. 
To-day Wood only barelv eseaped the humiliat- 
ing defeat of having the head cut off bis bill 
by striking out the enacting clause even betore 
it had. been read. After speeches by Burchard 
for and Garfield against the bill, the op- 
ponents saw that their opportunity had 
come, and rising above the applause with 
which Gartield’s speech was greeted, cries were 
heard ot Let's knock it on the head now!“ 
Fernanado Wood, frightened at the prospect, 
insisted that the Committee of the Whole rise. 
He was unable to carry his motion, waich was re- 
jectea, yeas 75, nays 119, and later by a 
teller vote by 838 yeas to 111 nays. Wocd, to 
bridge his way out of the difficulty, took ad- 
vantage of a parliamentary technicality by in- 
sisting that the bill should be read. That 
would require an hour aud a half, aud it was 
then 5 oObclock, and after a long, 
heated, weary day’s session. . Finally, as a com- 
promise, it was decided that the reading of the 
bill should be waiveu, and that consideration of 
it should be continued to-morrow. Ine indica- 
tions are that the bill will tuen be deieated by 
possibly thirty*majority. Wood’s contest now 
appears to be to prevent the striking out of the 
enacting clause, Which he considers an ignomini- 
ous defeat.

of school, On Sunday evening she received 
the following telegraph from a friend living iu 


Dixon: 
On returning home last evening. Mr. Moench 
found both the girls dead in a trunk. Am going 
out to see. C. F. WALTER. 
Unable to credit the awful news, Mrs. Moench 
telegraphed tothe gentleman, requesting par- 
tieulars before the next train. She was misin- 
formed as to the time the train left, and, before 
the next train, she received another, saving 
that her little girls had been buried, the ex- 
treme heat of the weather forbiacing delay. 
Your correspondent called upon Mrs. Moench 
‘this morning. Sue had just received a letter 
containing full particulars, but she had not 
been able to control her feelings sullleiently to 
read it. Mr. Moench had gone toWixon on Sat- 
urday, and bis httie girls called cbeerfully to 
bim to hurry back, and, if be wrote to their 
ma, to send her their love. On his return he 
was surprised not to see them awaiting him. 
He called, but réceived no answer. He went 
into the house and saw the tray of the trunk 
sitting on the floor. A horrible fear flashed over 
bis mind. He opened the trunk aud 
| found the two girls. The younger, who 
was uvderneath, was evidently past al 
hope, but the elder was still warm. Not a 
neighbor was within haifa mile of them. The 
‘ father dashed cid water on the children and 
then rubbed them with vinegar, and made every 
_eflert to restore them to consciousness, and 
| labored with them until after 1 o’clock, when 
he gave it up and sought he!p from a neighbor. 
ITne distance from the railroad station and tele- 
graph caused the delay by which Mrs. Moench 
was prevented from ever seeing her little 
daughters before their burial. Their ages were 
Bana 5years. The little ciris were in the habit 
of playing hide-and-seek, and bad olten hid in 
the trunk separately. It had becn their habit 
when they saw their father returning home, in 
order to enjoy the sport, to have him hunt 
them. The trunk bad no spring lock, and why 
they were unabie to raise the lid remains a 
mystery, but it is supposed the heat overcame 
them immediately. Their faces gave vo indica- 
tion that they struggied or suffered, being calm 
and smiling.

Being helpless, he ac 
companied the robbers, opened the door of the 
bank, and admitted them. Once inside, some 
$25 in a drawer and a package of registered 
bonds amounting to $2,500 outside the safe were 
found and secured. They then commanded him 
to open the safe, threatening to murder him if 
he refused. Mr. Doan informed them that he 
did not know the combination and could not 
open the safe. At thi juncture one of the 
burglars struck him violently with 
his fist, and informed him that 
he would make short work of him 
with a short rope if he did not do as they com- 
manded. Doan begged lustily for his life, and 
deciared that he could not open the safe. Final- 
ly, one of the party became satisfied that he was 
telling the truth, and bade his comrades to 
desist, whereupon they cagged and bound Doan 
and went to work. Iwo young men named 
Pierce and Jackson, who were sleeping ina room 
in an adjoining building, were awakened by the 
noise. ‘They arose, dressed, slipped down, 
armed themselves with clubs, and sailed 
out to ascertain the cause of the 
noise. Approaching the bank, a man was 
discovered outside, who, it turned out, had been 
stationed there to give the alarm on the first ap- 
proach of danger. They immediately attacked 
him with their clubs, and pummeled him vigor- 
ously for a few seconds. This attracted 
the attention of his comrades inside, 
when they rushed out of the bank aud 
began firing their revolvers right and left to 
frighten off or kill the assailants. Seven or 
eight shots were fired in quick succession, but 
fortunately the young men did not receive any 
of them. In the confusion that en- 
sued the burglars effected their escape 
and when the villagers were arouse 
they had fled. Un making an examination, a 
full set of burglar's tools, a mask, and 
a bloody wie were found. The lat- 
ter had been knocked from the bead of the 
burgiar on the ground when he was assailed 
by Pierce and Jackson. When daylight 
arrived: there. was great excitement in 
the village over the affair. Mr. Doan was com- 
paratively uninjured, but greatly frightened 
over his adventure. Had the burglars not been 
frightened off, it is probable that they would 
have tied their prisoner and then forced the 
safe and secured considerable money. The 
bonds cannot be negotiated, as all bankers 
and brokers have been notified of their num- 
bers. The burglars, it is supposed, made their 
way tothe mountain near by, where they re- 
mained secreted all night. To-night it is ex- 
pected they will endeavor to make their way 
out, but, as the country is on the alert, their 
capture is probable.

FORGERY AND ATTEMPTED SUI- 
CIDE.

Cryctnnatr, O., June 4.—A special from 
Chillicothe, O., gives particulars of a strange 
case of failure, forgery, and suicide by a prom- 
ment citizen of that place. Yesterday 
it was announced that Capt. MeCom- 
mon, a jeweler, had made an assignment. 
Almost simultaneously with the announcement 
the Captain disappeared. This morning the 
town was filled with rumors of heavy forgeries 
committed by him, and, soon alter, it was 
learned that he had purchased an ounce of 
laudanum at one of the drugstores. Search 
was instantly begun and was prosecuted uut il 
the unfortunate man was found hidden in the 
hay-stable of one of bis neighbors, where he had 
crawled away to die. He had taken the whole 
of the ounce of laudanum. For some reason 
the poison had not done its work, and he was 
dragged forth alive, but in a most wretched 

light. A physician was summoned, and 
McCommon  wilil probably recover. It 
is learned to-night that previous to his 
attempt at suicide he confessed to his 
father-in-law that be had committed forgeries 
amounting to $30,000. The forged paper is held 
mostl OY wealthy farmers, who never once sus- 
pected the honesty of Capt. McCommon. It is 
possible that the forgeries may reach a larger 
sum when the whole truth is known. McUCom- 
mon belongs to one of the oldest and most 
highly respected families in Central Ohio, and 
his duwntall is a terrible blow to his friends.

JUDGE HILTON. 


The Pecksniffian Way in Which He Has Suc- 
ceeded in Making the Woman’s Hotel a 
Failure Sets Some Smart Women to Talk- 
ing—They Assail Him with an Energy that 
Fairly Beats the Jews. 

Spectat Disvatch to The Tribune. 

New York, June 4.—The women fairly took 
Judge Hilton’s scalp to-night. in response to 
the call protesting against the Judge’s perver- 
sion of the Woman’s Hotel from its original 
purpose, the large hall of Cooper’s Institute 
was jammed in every part. Not an 
available inch of room was unoccupied. 
The women largely outnumbered the 
men, and nearly everybody was well dressed and 
respectable-looking. Long before the hour of 
opening they began applaudtug, cheering, and 
cat-calliug, each unusually loud outburst. being 
greeted with peals of laughter. At 8 o’clock 
Mrs. Dr. Lozier, Chairwoman, appeared, and 
was roundly applauded. Among other ladies of 
note surrounding her were Mrs. Kebecca 
Morse of Pittsburg, Mrs. Hoffman, Mrs. New- 
ton, Mrs. Freleigh, Mrs, Jewett (“Howard 
Giyndon’’) Mrs, Anna Randall Diehl, Mrs. 
Matilda Hetcher of lowa, Mrs. Lillie 
Devereaux Blake, and Mrs. Dr. Foote. 
Heury Bergh had a front seat. The first 
speaker was Mrs. Matilda Fletcher, who 
in a loud voice narrated her experience in the 
Woman's Hotel. The audience listened at- 
tentively, interrupting her with laughter and 
applause. She said she had dared to come to 
New York alone because the Woman’s Hotel 
professed to offer her protection. She 
humiliated herself in hunting up 


certificates of her good character 
and sent them on ten days in advance. She rep- 


resented a committee of a company of women 


who had desired to avail themselves of the ad- 
vantages of the hotel, and had sent 
ber on to find out about it. She 
received no answer. She arrived at 
the hotel early one rainy morning sick. 
There was no one to receive her. She asked for 
her room. Her letter was inquired for. She 
was told she could not be admitted; could not 
even get breakfast. The clerk refused to receive 
her. She threatened atawsuit. He told her to 
go to the superintendent of the wholesale store 
down-town, and if-he indorsed her, she might 
have a room. She declined. He went himself, 
and on his return, said she might come 
in. Four days afterward Judge Hil- 
ton called and apologized. He said 
be had hundreds of applications from 
out-of-town women for transient board. He 
did not want them. She asked what he ad- 
vertised for them for? He answered: “ Now, 
see here. li we makeasingle mistake the whole 
press ot the country will be down on us.“ Such 
a hotel as Mr. Stewart designed would 
have been a Godsend to this. The speaker 
solemnly asserted that the Women’s Hotel had 
never been open to women. The inmates 
were presided over like school-girls. Not 
only did they have to submit to pub- 
lished restrictions, but to many minor 
ones not published. A reception-room’s doors 
were rudely thrown open on the speaker with 
the remark that they were never allowed to be 
closed. She was ordered out of the library by 
the female Superintendent because she carried 
a dress on which she was putting 
a ruffle “But I bare seen you 
crocheting,”’ she remarked. * That's different.“ 
was the response. [Great laughter.}; There 
were so many little interferences that it was as- 
tonishing how they conjured them up. A few 
days before the closing, a paper was sent around 
for everybody to sign, acknowledging 
great obligations to Mrs. Stewart, to 
Judge Hilton, and the help. The speaker 
suid she would sign if the latter two clauses 
were stricken out. She hated to kueel to one 
man for the charity of another. [Wild ap- 
plause.] There were enough lady teachers in 
the two cities to more than fill the hotel, but 
they were afraid to go there, as Judge 
Hilton might send them away without assigning 


a reason, and they would be in danger of losing 


their places. In closing, Mrs. Fietcher read a 
iong list of burlesque rules, written, she said, 
by some of the most aristocratic young 
ladies of New York. These were 
received with uproarious laughter, and 
were a thorough take - off on the Woman's Ho- 
tel regulations. Addresses were made after 
ward by Mrs. Blake, Mrs. Slocum, and others. 
Mrs. Fietcher had a scrap-book which she 
said was filled with interviews with A. 
T. Stewart, in which he invariably said 
the price for board in the hotel 
should not exceed $4 per week. A long series 
of resolutions were read, and the resolutions 
passed unanimously. These entreated Mrs, 
Stewart to see that what was intended for 
working-women be not taken from them, and 
that an equivalent charity under better ad- 
viscrs be provided as she may 
in ber woman’s heart elect. Another says that, 
in putting on trial for only six months, under 
fatal restrictions, what was trumpeted as a mag- 
nificent charity, in obtaining free advertising 
and insulting women, the procurer of this result 
stands confessed as the most astute business 
trickster of the day, and the most conspicuous 
fraud in the history of American charitles.“

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 4.—The attenaance 
upon the Republican State Convention is very 
large, and is composed of the best and most 
representative men in the State.

Many of the leaders are here as lookers-on in 
Vienna. The attendance has been larger, but, 
as there is not any special contest over any of 
the offices to te filled except that of Auditor, 
there is no special call for a large lobby.

BISHOP M’COSKRY. 


The Michigan Standing Committee Will 
Make No Compromise with Him; and He 
Finally Steps Down and Out. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Detroit, Mich., June 3.— The hopes enter- 
tained by the intimate friends of Bishop McCos- 
kry, that his sudden departure for New York last 
week was only a ruse to defeat the importunities 
of interviewers, were radely dissipated this after- 
noon by the receipt of a letter which announces 
that the Bishop has left Detroit forever; ana, 
moreover, that the House of Bishops will not be 
called upon to investigate the case to any alarming 
extent. The real truth of tue matter only leaked 
out to-day, and it is a sorry story in ev- 
ery respect. Those who have, up to the present, 
been the boldest in their defense of the fallen Pre- 
late, now regretfuliy acknowledge that they can 
no longer entertain any belief in his innocence; 
and they feel this the more as they now learn that 
they have been made the victims of a pretentious 


suam. 

W hen the Bishop left Detroit for New York first, 
it was with the intention of sailing for Europe. 
The scandal exploded just before he had time to 
sail; and the Bishop announced, in a statement 
communicated to the Associated Press, 
that he was guiltless of the 
and, subsequentiv, that he would re- 
turn and undergo an investigation. Members 
of the Stauding Committee were interviewed by 
your correspendent, but they resolutely refused to 
give any information. An important civic officer, 
one of the law advisers of the corporation, who 
was the first to see the incrimnatory letters, took 
strong ground against the Uishop from the fret. 
lle wasa spiritual child”. of the Bishop, ani 
knew bis handwriting to a dot. This gentleman 
now says that no other course could have been 
adopted by MeCoskry than to run away. 

Tue evidence accumuiated by the Standing Com- 
mittee, once the scandal had got wind, was some- 
tuing startling: and, when the Bishop came back, 
and announced ulm self, througn Mr. Romeyn, 
ready for examination, the Co nmiitee declared 
tuat nothing but the regular course of a trial could 

sa on ted. Mr. Romeyn was shown 
some of th oroof, and he was startled. lle 
went to the e Hisho with his newly-acquired 
kuowledge, and told him that the case was not 
one that conld oe defended. The terms of the 
Committee were simple. They Rad no desire, as 
the Bishop supposed, to defend him. “They were 
not. as he supvesed,—though intimaté friends, 
with whom be had grown up since ‘childhood 
(some of them, at least),—sympatnizers who 
would go any length to cover up his sins, after the 
Plymouth-Church style; but rather stern men, 
who had the courage to make the Churcn itself 
more ofa cause than the man, They had proofs 
before them which fully convinced them that the 
charges were well supported, and they took the 
ground that their duty laid wholly with the Church, 

Mr. Romeyn was informed that the Committee 
would appear before any Investigating Committee 
in the character of a corporate prosecutor. The 
Bishop then asked concessions; but these were re- 
fused. All tuat tue Committee would accept was 
an unconditional resignation, not only of the Bish- 
oprie of Detroit, but of every clerical function, — 
in short, the stepping down and out of the minis- 
terial office, in its every degree, by the Bishop. 
This, after one day's delay, the Bishop decided 
apon. His resignation, placed in the hands of Bishop 
Smith, of Kentucky, is absolute. It is an ab- 
solute confession, in the form it takes, of all tae 
charges which have been made; and it ig startling 
enough to take the breath away from all who have 

up to the present time been the defenders of the 
Bishop. 

Puis is the last we shall see or hear of McCoskry. 
It is provable that he will sail for Europe shortly, 
and there end his days in obscurity. He has, un- 
bappily, wrought much harin to religion in Michi- 
gun, —huro which would have been a thousana- 
fold magnified had the Standing Committee not 
had the courage and energy to take the scandal up 
in all its bideous magnitude, and dispose of it at 
once and forever.

POTTER AS A SECESSIONIST. 

The person selected by Mr. Tox to lead 
the Democrats of the country to revolution 
and renew the flames of civil war on a ques- 
tion of disputed succession to the Presidency 
is Mr. Cuarkson N. Porrzr. He is no vul- 
gar rough, selected from the ranks of Tam- 
many; he is not a representative of the 
voting and fighting factions in New York 
City; he is a representative of the wealthy 
and aristocratic New York Democracy,—that 
branch which purchases seats in Congress, 
and honors the paid retainers by repre- 
senting the districts. 

Mr. Porrer is an experienced member of 
Congress, and has always exercised controll- 
ing influence in that body. In 1874 he 
electrified the House of Representatives one 
day by declaring in a speech that the present 
Government of the United States was one of 
the greatest political absurdities in the 
world; that it was altogether a fraud upon 
the theory of popular government; and that, 
in fact, it was a centralized Government con- 
trolled by a minority. Mr. Potrsr’s present 
prominence recalls to public attention this 
remarkable speech, and we present some ex- 
tracts from it. On May 21, 1874, in a de- 
bate in the House on the bill to 
admit New Mexico as a State, Mr. Porrzn 
opposed the bill. He placed his opposition 
on the ground that the practice of admitting 
new States with comparatively small popu- 
lations was an injustice to the larger States, 
because it took from the latter the propor- 
tionate weight to which the number of their 
population entitled them. He cited the 
fact that at that time the number of Senators 
was seventy-four, and he claimed that six- 
teen of these Senators represented a major- 


‘ity of the people and fifty-eight were ap- 


pointed by a minorty of the people. He 


added to this statement : 

The States of New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio. 
indiana, Iilinois, Missouri, and Kentucky, with 
Massachusetts, being eight States in all, having, by 
the last census, a population of 19,290,155, hav- 
ing a contiguous territory of not more than 1,200 
or 1,400 miles one way by some 300 the other, 
now contain an actual majority of the people of 
these thirty-seven States and ten Territories; and 
not only a majority of all the people, but a ver 
large majority of the wealth, the industry, an 
the trade of the country. 

Having thus stated his theory of ine- 
quality, and located within designated States 
the people who were outraged and defrauded, 
he proceeded to assert the remedy which in 
time it might be necessary for the people of 
these States thus ruled by a minority to 
adopt for their own protection. He said, 
page 4,133, Congressional Record, Forty- 
third Congress, first session : 

The theory of equality among States is right. I 
was myself an extreme State’s right man. I am 
free to declare, what I presume few men in the 
House would venture to admit, that, if I was now 
to make a Constitution forthe future government 
of rising States, I would put a provision in it 
whereby a certain number or proportion of the 
States might go out of ther Union whenever they 
pleased ; for I believe that good government can in 
the long run only be maintained by its being in ac- 
cordance with the interests of those who are under 
it. Jam convinced that, whenever the real inter- 
eats of a great 2 it to go out of such 
Union, t should be allowed to go. 

Having expressed his opinion that the 
principle of voluntary union, peaceable se- 
cession, and perpetual revolution, and es- 
pecially the extinction of all pretense to 
nationality, would be the best thing for the 
American people, Mr. Porrn thus expressed 
his judgment upon the absurd Government 
that is in existence.” He said: 

The theory of this Government, the fundamen- 
tal theory, is that of a popular Government, a 
Government to preserve the rights and represent 
the wishes of the people. But we have gone on 
without regard to that fundamental principle, un- 
til to-day we find ourselves in tae condition I have 
stated, and all the time it is spoken of asa popu- 
lar Government. As euch, it ia in this respect one 
of the most abeurd Governments on the face of the 
earth, and gentlemen propose now to make it more 
absurd by introducing Territories with this mere 
handful of people, and giving them the right to 
send two representatives each into the Senate of 
the United States. 


This absurd“ form of government he 
said could not last ; a change would have to 
come; the time had come when the Federal 
Government must be limited. Having 
pointed,out that the right of secession and 
of dissolving the Union, and of destroying 
the nationality of the United States, ought to 
be a constitutional provision, Mr. Potter de- 
clared that, in the absence of the constitu- 
tional right to secede, when the time came 
such secession would take place, and, when it 
took place, who, he asked, was to prevent 
it? Here is what he said: 


Somebody said to me this morning that a change 
of representation im the Senate could only be 
brought about by revolution. If that beso, what 
then’ Does it not occur to gentlemen that in this 
little strip of eight contiguous States, Maseachu- 
setts to Missouri, lies a majority of the wealth and 

wer of this Union? 7 t shoulda take it into 
heir heads to % out of the Union, who can keep 
them in? And if a reform in this growing abuse of 
control by the minority over the majority could 
only be secured by revolution, why, then, when 
they resolved on such revolution, tt would be alike 
short, succesaful, and peaceadie. 


Here we have Mr. Porrzr, in May, 1874, 
nine years after the War of the Rebellion, 
insisting in his place in the House that the 
existing Constitution of the United States 
was defective, because it did not contain a 
provision securing to the States the right to 
dissolve, the Union at pleasure, to secede 
whenever matters did not suit them, and to 
set up as many independent confederacies 
as there were States to form them; and, 
having established this doctrine to his own 
satisfaction, he predicted that the time was 


near at band when the people of the larger 


States, tired of the oppression practiced on 
them by the smaller States, would, 
Constitution or no Constitution, revolution- 


ize the Union, and, declaring themselves | 


sovereign and free, would go out of the 
Union, and Mr. Porren asked. Who was 
there to prevent them?” Of course the 
revolutionary right to secede is not limited 
to a question of equal representation. A dis- 
puted Presidential election will serve just 
as well as anything else as a pretext for se- 
cession, ot for an armed overthrow of the 
Federal Government by the deposition of 
one President and the proclamation of 
another. Once admit Porren’s theory of 
the right of States to secede, as a revo- 
lution ‘subject only to the ability of the 
other States to prevent them, and we have 
the doctrine of secession reaffirmed as boldly 
and as defiantly as it was proclaimed in 1861. 

This advanced advocate of revolution as a 
remedy for supposed fundamental defects 
in the Constitution is now presiding at the 
meeting of the revolutionary committee at 
Washington. The question he is now con- 
sidering is, Was there any fraud at the last 
election in any of the States? If so, shall 
the President and party in power be any 
longer recognized by the representatives of 
the people? And shall the persons claiming 
election be installed in power by the people ? 
Shall we have two opposing Governments ? 
Shall we plunge ixto a revolution, and by the 
result of a civil war determine who was legal- 
ly elected President in 1876? Or shall 
the States composing a majority of the pop- 
ulation declare a revolution and go out of 
the Union,” leaving it to the other States to 
prevent them if they can? It is perfectly ap- 
propriate that an avowed secessionist should 
have moved this revolutionary committee 
and be placed at its head. But Mr. Porrzn 
will find that in this country declaring a rev- 
olution is not revolution; and that the 
American people, who have had a long and 
bitter experience of civil war, will in the fu- 
ture take prompt measures to dispose of the 
revolutionists, and thus render revolution 
unnecessary. 


PATERNAL GOVERNMENT. 

The scene in the Imperial Palace at Ber- 
lin,consequent upon the attempted assassina- 
tion of the Emperor, is one of the most 
touching that history has ever been called 
upon to record. A venerable old man, the 
idol of nine-tenths of his people, plain and 
simple in the manner of his life, a man who 
has never injured any one, and an Emperor 
whohas given the strength of his mind and 
body to the advancement of the German 
Fatherland and the glory of the German 
name, lies there pierced with the shots of a 
miserable assassin, hanging between life and 
death, about him his wife and children 
offering up their prayers to Gop to save his 
life and restore him to them; outside the 
palace, tens of thousands of people maintain- 
ing a silence almost as solemn as if they stood 
in the presence of death, and eagerly awaiting 
each new bulletin of the condition of their 
sovereign ; no one in all Germany not pray- 
ing for his restoration except a handful of 
idle, restless, crazy dreamers, who are at 
war with the existing condition of society, 
who dignify assassination and exalt cow- 
ardice, and at whose hands the life of no 
man is safe who does not subscribe to their 
infamous and impossible doctrines of abol- 
ishing poverty by destroying wealth, and 
removing the evils of the world by assassina- 
tion and incendiarism. 

The individual motive which urged the 
miserable wretch Nosex.ine to attempt as- 
sassination, as avowed by himself, was a 
political one. He hated the Emperor be- 
cause his popularity prevented the spread 
of Communism, the fool not stopping to think 
that the death of the Emperor might precipi- 
tate the ruin of the very system he was seeking 
to extend. Leaving the assassin and his 
Royal victim, however, and going to the 
basis of Socialism and Communism, between 
which there is a very thin partition, there is 
room for serious thought. Assuming, as 
these men claim, that poverty exists in the 
world, with all sorts of misery and crime 
following in its train; that, while some men 
are enjoying luxury, others have to 
struggle to live at all; that there is not re- 
munerative emplgyment for all; that capi- 
tal is often synonymous. with tyranny, and 
that the poor cannot elevate themselves,— 
granting all these pitiable conditions, what is 
society to do? The State can do certain 
things. It can relieve paupers and care for 
them ; it can help the disabled ; it can make 
the homes of the poor healthy if the 
poor will observe the rules of clean- 
liness; it can provide their chil- 
dren with free education; it can fuynish 
a safe place of investment for their earnings. 
Individual charity, casual as it may be, can 
do and does much to help the unfortu- 
nate. The Communists, however, laugh 
these things to scorn, and demand a paternal 
government,—that is, a Government which 
will take care of every one by dividing the 
gains of the rich among the poor, since in 
their estimation the acquisition of wealth is 
a crime. 

But what does a pateraal govern- 
ment involve, or rather what does it not 
involve? The Socialists can have paternal 
government when they can change human 
nature. They must first, however, remove 
the laziness, thriftlessness, ignorance, 
feebleness of disposition, and weakness of 
human nature on the one hand, and 
eradicate self-effort and relf-respect on the 
other. They must destroy all the 
causes of poverty and crime. They must 
give security that the paternal soup-house 
government will not offer a premium 
upon poverty and dishonesty. They must 
show that their system will not immediately 
pauperize the nation. There is nothing. so 
easy or so tempting for a shiftless, ignorant, 
half-witted person as to lean upon the Gov- 
ernment and wait to be fed, clothed, and 
supported. A paternal Government must of 
necessity speedily develop into a gigantic 
system of out-door relief, the end of which 
would be, first, the pauperization of the 
whole country, and, second, the destruction 
of the Government itself. Look at the case 
of our own country as it now stands. We 
have hundreds of millions of acres of unoc- 
cupied land awaiting cultivation, and yet 
our cities swarm with thousands of unem- 
ployed foreigners,—men who were born upon 
farms and accustomed to labor with the 
shovel and the hoe, and who cannot be 
induced under any consideration to quit the 
cities, where they know they cannot make a 
living. This class of men come to our cities, 
and not only refuse to labor at the only pur- 
suit for which they are adapted, but assume 
to teach Americans what they must do, and 
demand that the rich shall furnish them 
with food, fuel, clothing, house-room, and 
money. 

There are certain evils in the world, such 
as ignorance, loaferism, vice, and intemper- 
ance, to lessen which all good men are ear- 


| nestly striving. What are these men who are 


howling for paternal government doing? 
What schemes of charity have they set on 


foot? What practical suggestions have they 
made to benefit those of the unfortunate 
class? Has any one of them gone individu- 
ally or gisen one cent to relieve the working 
poor? What are the Communist poor them- 
selves doing? Certainly they are not entirely 
without responsibility in the premises, 
Since the conclusion of the War of the Re- 
bellion, thirteen years ago, it is safe to as- 
sert that the class of men in this country 
who may be said to live from hand to mouth 
have squandered more money upon liquor 
and tobacco alone than the amount of the 
national debt, with the State debts added to 
it. Ik they had saved this money, it would 
have provided them with homes and with a 
comfortable living, There would have been 
no necessity for this outery for the division 
of other people’s property among them, 
no need for relicf except in isolated 
cases. The poor never can better their 
condition until they cease squandering 
their earnings upon useless appetites, 
and hanging round cities where there is no 
work for them, with the expectation of being 
supported. Least of all will paternalism 
help them. They will live on in their squalor 
and never realize it. It is a miserable, de- 
ceptive will o' the wisp they are following. 
a doctrine that would reduce thrift, inven- 
tion, industry, and sobriety to the level of 
vice and drunkenness, and subvert the Gov- 
ernment that sought to carry it out. Rather 
than turn the earth back in this manner and 
plunge it into the chaos that must inevitably 
ensue, it would be a mercy to blot it out 
with a storm like that which fell upon 
Sodom and Gomorrah. 


CAMERON’S RECULLECTIONS. 


We print elsewhere this morning the re- 
port of aremarkable interview of a corre- 
spondent of the New York Times with ex- 
Senator Smoon Cameron. The venerable 
ex-Senator seems to have been in a com- 
municative mood when he met this particu- 
lar correspondent; and, though he was 


silent in regard to current political topics, | 


he contributed hberally to the making of 
history. His political life owed its begin- 
ning, he said, to his opponents, who by 
crying him down increased his rosolution to 
succeed. In 1845 he went to the Senate for 
the first time as a Democrat, having 
beaten the regular caucus nominee,— 
two precedents which ought to have been, 
but were not, troublesome to him 
in after political life. His conduct 
in the Sumner affair, when he succeeded the 
latter as Chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, was guided by the same 
obstinate resistance to what he considered 
an unfair attempt to pull him down. When 
he heard Secretary Scuv'rz, then a Senator, 
speaking against the removal of Suuxrn, on 
the ground that Cameron, the next man on 
the Committee, was the most unfit person in 
the Senate to succeed him, he resolved to be 
the successor of Sumner, though he had 
previously opposed the change. But per- 
haps the most interesting part of the inter- 
view is that which relates to the battle of 
Gettysburg, which CaMERoNn says ought to 
have ended the War. In this he is unques- 
tionably right. He says he was on the 
field of battle very soon after the 
fight took place, and he could never 
understand why Mzape did not follow up 
Lee and make a Waterloo north of the 
Potomac, which was then flooded in such a 
way that no crossing was possible for many 
days, as his army was flushed with victory, 
and heavily reinforced immediately after the 
battle. Cameron says he thought of tele- 
graphing LincoLtn and urging a direct and 
decisive blow upon the Rebel armies; but, 
on second thoughts, fearing tbat he might 
have done Mraz an injustice, he decided 
not to telegraph, and thus lost a great oppor- 
tunity. He adds that Lincoun afterwards 
told him that, if he had telegraphed, such an 
order would have been issued. There were 
persons on the field who not only 
thought of telegraphing, but did tele- 
graph, and not to. LNcoLlxN alone, 
but to Stanton. These telegrams, it after- 
wards appeared, were received, but the Pres- 
ident and Secretary of War declined to inter- 
fere, probably because they had had severe 
experience of the danger of sending peremp- 
tory orders to an officer in the field. Among 
the persons who thus telegraphed LIN cOoLx 
was Vice-President Hamury. Indeed, every 
intelligent spectator on the field saw, what 
has long since been indubitably established. 
that Meapr then had it completely in his 
power to end the War in one attack on the 
beaten, broken, discouraged enemy, and to 
make himself the hero of the Union armies. 
It was an expensive blunder for Map, and 
still more for the country. It might have 
made him what Grant has since become ; it 
would have saved the country half the cost 
of the War in money and lives. 


THE CHIEF REVOLUTIONISTS. 
Mr. Cuartes A. Dana, the editor of the 


New York Sun, has been from the start ap- 
parently the chief conspirator against Presi- 
dent Hayes. He began to howl fraud soon after 
the inauguration, and has kept up the howl 
till now. Since the Potrer resolutions were 
passed he has denounced the avowed author 
of them for faint-heartedness. He has ad- 
mitted into his columns personal attacks up- 
on Gov. Hampton, of South Carolina, and 
Gov. Nicnouzs, of Louisiana, the only con- 
oc ivable motive for which was their friendli- 
ness to the Administration. He has, in 
short, used all the means in his power to 
bully the Democratic party into a full sup- 
port of the revolutionary programme, 

The principal supporters of Mr. Dana in 
this affair have been IIIb] himself and 
Montaomery Brain. Triupen has, or thinks 
he has, a large stake in the result. It is now 
or never with him. If he is not made Presi- 
dent by a conspiracy, he is not likely to be- 
come President at all. He has slim prospects 
of success in the next Democratic National 
Convention ; and, if he were nominated, his 
record as developed in the last campaign 
would prevent his election. Though he had 
not the courage to insist on his claims when 
they might have been urged, he has the base- 
ness to press them secretly and by deputy, 
after the question has been irrevocably set- 
tled, though he thereby threatens the safety 
and peace of the Republic. This is why Mr. 
Torx has used his influence with Dana. 
MontGomery Buarr’s motives are equally 
transparent. Having sacrificed his party on 
a former occasion, and being now out of 
politics by common consent, he sees in this 
movement an opportunity to make political 
capital for himself. If it should fail, he 
would be no worse off than he already is; if 
it should win, he might look for his reward 
to the successful party, 

Dawa, who has been put forward as the 
mouthpiece of the conspiracy, and as the 
bulldozer-in-chief of the Democratic party, 
has no special right that we know of to dic- 
tate terms to such old Democrats as CLAaRK- 
son Potrer, ALExanpgR Stepxens, Senators 
Bayarp and Txavurmay, Govs. Hampton and 
Nichols. They were in the Democratic 
party when he was a Republican. When he 


Horace Greevzr they believed in the Demo- 
cratic doctrine of Secession and State's 
Rights. They must be amazed to find so 
new a convert to Democratic principles 
cracking the slaveholders’ whip over them, 
and assuming to lay down a policy for them 
and all the rest of the Democratic party. 

The question that the Democratic party is 
now called upon to decide is whether it will 
submit to the insolence of this man Dana. 
Is he to become the Democratic dictator? 
If he is not, it is time for the respectable 
menin the party to assert their independ- 
ence. The Democracy has never been ruled 
by the one-man power since the days of 
Gen. Jackson. Though it has always been 
more or less under the shadow of New York 
influence since the time of Manrm Van 
Buren, it has never permitted the leaders 
in that State to say beforehand what it 
shall and shall notdo. But it now seems 
to be preparing for precisely this kind 
of subserviency. It not only tolerates the 
insolence of Dana, but it permits him 
to dominate the party. It does what. he 
orders. At his instigation alone, the 
party has gone into this revolutionary 
undertaking. No frominent Democratic 
newspaper except the Sun, in the United 
States, demanded it. No other Democratic 
newspaper at heart now supports it. Even 
the World discredits ANDERSON as a witness. 
The Chicago Times, the Cincinnati Xnqutrer, 
the St. Louis Republican, the Memphis 
Avalanche, the Richmond State, the Vicks- 
burg Herald, and the leading Democratic 
hewspapers throughout the South, condemn 
the investigation. Only Dana approves it, 
and goads the leaders of it like Porrzn for 
not going far enough. Are Dawa and his 
two partners the owners of the Democratic 
party? Have they the right to declare what 
is the Democratic policy? If they have not, 
the party should throw overboard the piratical 
crew. 


Whenever the New York papers find them- 
selves out of subjects for editorials, they resort 
to misrepresentation of the silver dollar to fill 
up their space. The /’ost is not guiitiess of do- 
ing this same thing, although it is old enough 
to know better. For instance, under the bead- 
ing. The Unpopular Dollar,“ it says: 

The Silver bill has been a law almost three 
months, but who wants any of the dollars or who 
hasany of them’ Forafewdays after their frst 
issue a fewofthem were tn demand as pocket- 
pieces, but the demand soon ceased. Our dispatch 
from Washington this evening shows that. with 
more than five millions of the dollars on hand, less 
than eight hundred thousand have been calied for. 
The Treasury is, therefore, in a quandary what to 
do with the coin on hand. The law requires the 
coinage of not less than 2. 000. 000 silver dollars a 
month; butif no one wanis them they will only 
accumulate to incumber the Treasury vauits. Sec- 
retary SHERMAN hopes to get them out by distrib- 


uting them in the country districts, but the country 


districts are precisely the places where a cumber- 
some coin is most unpopulay. 

This statement is far from honest; it is an at- 
tempt at deception unworthy of the reputation 
of the Post. The Jost asks, Who wants any of 
the silver dollars, or who has any of them!“ 
Does it know of anybody who will not give 
greenbacks for legal-tender silver dollars? Does 
it know of any one that will sell those dollars 
for greenbacks at parof the latter? The reason 
that silver dollars will not stay in circulation is 
precisely the same reasou that prevents the cir- 
culation of gold dollars, viz.: that both are 
worth more than paper dollars, and the cheaper 
money always crowds out the dearer, as the 
Post itself has stated a thousand times. The 
Treasury is in no more “ quandary what to do” 
with the silver than with the gold coin; hat- 
ever it can do with one it can do with the other. 
It can redeem 5-20 bonds with silver dollars. 
It can pay the coupons on bonds with them; 
it can pay any indebtedness with them. But if 
the Secretary of the Treasury thinks he can put 
out coin money worth 100 cents on the dollar 
and have it remain in circulation with paper 
money worth but 99 cents, he is greatly mis- 
taken. When the paper dollars become worth 
precisely 100 cents, then the silver dollars will 
remain in their company and circulate side by 
side on terms of equality. The“ cumbersome- 
ness“ of the coin will not prevent tens of mill- 
ions of silver dollars from doing duty as cur- 
rency “in the country districts.““ Those who do 
not wish to handle them physically have only 
to exchange them for silver certificates, and in 
that form they will beas portable as bauk notes.

Hares is said to be serene and imperturbable. 
Why should be not be! No man ever held the 
title to the Presidency with so strong a grip as 
he. First, he had a majority of the votes in the 
Electoral College, and that is all any of his il- 
lustrious predecessors ever had. Let any man 
read the debates in the /edera ist, and he will 
see that the framers of the Constitution con- 


-templated a much wider scope to the powers of 


the members of the Electoral College than is 
generally accorded to them bv the usages of 
modern political parties. It was held by many 
of our earlier statesmen that ihe College should 
exercise their own discretion in the choice of 
President and Vice-President, no matter what 


the preferences were of those who voted for | 


them at the ballot-box. There are mauy sup- 
posable cases in which their individual judg- 
ment must obtain,—for instance, in the 
case where one or the other of 
the candidates voted for had died after 
the election, or where it turned out 
that one or both were incligible. In addition 
to this original tenure, Mr. Hayes has the war- 
rant of the act of Congress whereby the Elect- 
oral Commission was established, and a major- 
ity of the Supreme Court, a co-ordinate branch 
of the Government, stood at tbe door of the 
Executive Mansion with uncovered heads and 
bade Mr. Hares enter. To this decision a very 
large majority of the Democrats in the Forty- 
fourth Congress assented. If there was fraud 
at the ballot-box in Louisiana and elsewhere, 
the taint of it was removed from Mr. Haygs’ 
title to the office by the vote of the Electoral 
College, by the action of the Electoral Commis- 
sion, and by the sanction of the Forty-fourth 
Congress.

At last, a seri- 
ous failure of his eyesight and a general ex- 
haustion of health has compelied him to take 
a brief holiday, and to-morrow he will sail from 
New York for Europe, to be absent a few 
months. No man has ever won a right to a 
vacation for rest more deservedly than the 
great uprigut Judge, who for twenty-five years 
has never missed a day’s labor for the public 
when it was possible for him to be present to 
pertorm it. His return in improved health will 
be a gratification to the entire people of the

AN OLD STATT BANK. 
** How did you contrive to get out of the news- 
* business?“ I asked the General, after we 
ad talked about indifferent matters for some 
time. Oh. I drifted out of it.“ was his reply; 
**drifted out of it and became a contractor, and 
finally a banker. In those days. he continued, 
banking was not What it is now. All the finan- 
cial institutions of Pennsylvania were then con- 
dueted under the old State law, which provided 
that after the amount of the capital of the bank 
had been paid up in gold or its equivalent, it 
shonid be allowed to issue notes representing 
three dollars for every one dollar of such capital, 
and to take as many deposits as it could get. This, 
however, was with the understanding that the 
amount of the capital, whatever it was, should al- 
ways be on deposit or invested in some 
way that would make it absolutely se- 
cure from loss. Of course, under such a 
system the people had to trust largely to the 
honor of the individual conducting the 
banking business, and, strange as it may seem, 
they were seldom deceived. Indeed, the cout 
dence of the public was almost unbounded, and 
well-established and wisely-conducted institutions 
could issue almost any amount of notes they de- 
sired. For instance, the capital of my bank (it 
was situated at Middletown, a few miles down the 
river) was $100,000, but ourissue of notes, cur- 
rency, Or bills, as they are now called, frequently 
amounted to $700, 000, and sometimes to as much 
as 8800. 000.“ 

And how did vou succeed as a banker? I 
asked. Very well: very well, indeed.“ Mr. 
Cameron replied, thoughtfully. ‘‘1 commenced 


“the business in 1852; it was a very profitable one 


in those dave, and I made a great deal of money. 
So much money, that had I continued as I began, 
and never zone into politics, Imight now have 
been the richest manin Pennsylvania. To be sure, 
the old bank is running still, and 1 am still con- 
nected with it, but not actively since I got into 
politics, and, say what they will,“ the old Senator 
continued, politics is not a money-making busi- 
ness. 

Would von object to telling me your firet ex- 
perience in it“ Taskead. ‘*Not at all. he repl- 
ed, not at all, for it’s rather an amusing story, 
and can hurt nobody. It was some years after 
I started the bank at Middletown, and I was even 
then fairly prosperous. I had just returned from 
a trip to Washington, where I had been on private 
business, and had hardly settled down to my 
every-day work again, when Iwas informed of 
some unkind things that our member of Congress 
had been saying about me; and just here J might 
as well tell vou, my boy, that a man is always sure 
to hear all the unkind thinge, and very few of the 
good ones, which men sayabout him. But to my 
story; I was told that while ] was in the Capital 
some one had said to our member: ‘Isee Cam- 
eron's inthe city. What's he doing; looking after 
politics? ‘No, of course not,’ was the Congress- 
man's answer, as reported to me; ‘what does he 
know about politics? He couldn't run for Town 
Constable. 

Nav, this story annoyed me, “ the Senator 
continued, ‘‘I was a young man then, and, of 
course, afoolish one. Atall events. the story an- 
noyed me more than I cared to tell. and there and 
then I determined to show the people that wy good 
friend, the Congressman, was nistaken, not only 
about my political knowledge, but about my polit- 
ical influence. The first thing I did was to go into 
that part of the bank building which I used asa 
dwelling. and finding my wife there I said to her, I 
am going to run for Congress.’ She laughed, think- 
ing it was a joke, but a lady who was visiting her 
took the matter more seriously and said, ‘How do 
you know you can get the nomination?’ 

don't know about that, madam,’ I replied. 
but I do know that people in this world can get 
most things which they try hard for, and I am 
going to. try very hard.’ Well, that night I got 
a carriage and went to Harrisburg. The Con- 
gressional Convention was to be held a day or 
two after, and all the delegates had been ap- 
pointed. In the city I saw som@wef them, and 
they promised they would support Ine. My posi- 
tion in the bank gave me a great dea! of influence 
in the district, and as this was the first time I had 
ever tried to use it, [found nearly everybody willing 
to help me. In short. it was not long before I had 
promises from most of the delegates. I was only 
afraid of one of them, an old fellow named Pool. 
He was against me tooth and nail, and for the life 
of me I could not see how I was to get over his op- 
position. At last. on the very morning of the Con- 
vention, I got up unusually early. and who should 
I see coming down the road but my old friend 
Pool. He was about to pass me by when I stopped 
him witha pleasant Good morning, Mr. Pool.’ 
‘Mornin’, Mr. Cameron, he replied, and I went 
on: 

„Mr. Pool, you are going to vote for me in to- 
day's Convention?” : 

No., I'm not,’ he answered in abont as de- 
cided a tone as any one could have wished. Oh. 
yes, but you are,’ I persisted, 

‘**Iif LdoTll be darned,’ said he, and then I 
began to argue with him. I told him what was the 
truth, that there was no reason why we should not 
be friends, and that as we had both succeeded in 
the world because of our own exertions, we should 
help instead of being opposed to each other. To 
this he onlv replied. Oh, that’s all nonsense, 
Simon Cameron; there's no use talking about help- 
ing one another, you can't do nothin’ for me nor 
against me.” 

Maybe not. said I, getting just a little an- 
noyed; but you have a son, a young man just 
coming on in the world, and just as you act by me 
in this matter, I promise you I shall act by him. 
If you heip me, I shall help him, but if vou are 
against me I will be against your boy as long as we 
both live.’ Of course, | wasonly half in earnest,’’ 
the General continued. dut the old man de- 
came very much alarmed at what I said, andthe 
next day voted for me in the Convention. There 
were thirty-three delegates; I had all but three of 
them, and, of course, got the nomination.”’ 

And were you elected?“ ITasked. ‘** Oh, no.“ 
the General replied, ‘*I had no intention of leav- 
ing my business to go into the canvass, and I went 
out of the contest a few days after the Convention. 
only wanted the nomination to show my friend, 
the Congressman, that he made a slight mistake 
when he said I could not run for Town Consta- 
ble.“ 

A UNITED STATES SENATOR. 

** The fact of the matter is. the General con- 
tinned, ** that, whether right or wrong, I have al- 
ways been very much, perhaps anduly, influenced 
by unkind or unjust remarks made about me oy my 
enemies, Whenever they tried to crv me down, I 
always determined to succeed. So in 1845. he 
went un. Iwent tothe United States Senate for 
the firet time; not that I wanted the place so much, 
but because I was determined thata number of per- 
sone who then spoke disparagingly of me should 
be obliged to acknowledge their error. It was a 
hard fight that. and the General laugned at the 
thought, but I won after all. In those days.“ 
he continued. Judge Woodward was a great man 
in Penneyivania, and deservedly so; but, like a 
number of men who are both vood and great, he 
was impracticable, and, unfortunately for him- 
self, was bitten with free-trade notions, which 
were then, as now, unpopular in this State. In 
«spite of all this. however, be received, in the year 
I have named, the nomination of the Democratic 
caucus for United States denator, to serve in place 
of Buchanan. The mor.aing after this action had 
deen taken, and when the\esult had become gen- 
erally known, the leading arta men throughout 
the State, particularly the Won and other heavy 
manufacturers, were exceedingly indignant, and 
began to look about them for some candidate who 
could prevent Woodward's election. At last a 
cumber of them, knowing that I had always 
been @ strong tariff man. came to my 
bank at Middictown and asked if I would go into a 
contest tor the place. At first 1 would not hear of 
such a thing. but they.insisted that I should at 
least do what I could to help them, and at last I 
consented to go up to Harrisburg and sce what 
could be done. When I arrived in the Capital I 
really had no more intention of going into the fight 
than I haa of flying. After I had been there a few 
hours, however, I found that I was very generally 
talked of as a candidate, and that a number of 
people were laughing at the idea of such 8 thing, 
while my enemies were reporting all over town that 
I could not get a dozen votes. This annoyea me, 
and I told my friends thatin spite of the advantage 
which Woodward had in being the caucus nominee, 
I would be a candidate against him. Of course, 
the moment i made up my mind to do thie 1 
went to work with ail my might, and the result 
was that when the Legislature came together in 
joint session, I was elected by a majority of just 
one vote. After the fight was all over, however. 
and I began to reflect, 1 could not for the life of 
me see how I was going to be benefited dy 
being a United States Senator, and to tell the 
truth, I did not think myself fit for so high a posi- 
tion. Another thing was that 1 did not want to 
leave my bank, but after consulting with the At- 
torney-General of the State 1 found that there was 
no law which prevented me from being both a 
bank cashier and United States Senator, and then 
for the first time I fully made up mv mind to go 
to Washington. I did so, and served for four 
years. 

‘* And tbat reminds me, the Senator contiuued. 
laughing, that just before I left for the Capital, 
Buchanan came to me and said, Cameron, | sup- 
pose you are quite a rich man. 

‘+ “Yes, Tam at least comfortably well off,’ I re- 
plied, aud then, with much significance, he re-

marked. Well, I am glad of that, for no man 
should go to Congress whose fortune is not already 
made; the temptations are too great. 

And did you find this statement to bea cor- 
rect one?” ITasked. ‘* Well, no and yes,” Mr. 
Cameron replied, with much seriousness. ‘* Of 
course, there must be many and great temptations 
to men who serve in Congress, but as far as I am 
personally concerned I know nothing of them. I 
have heard of corrupt means being used to pase 
bills, but no man during all my public life ever ap- 
proached me with any proposition which could be 
regarded as 8 dishonorable one. Whatever else they 
may say of me, there can at least be no charge 
that I was ever induced by corrupt means to t 
false to my constituents. 

SUMNER’S REMOVAL FROM THB FOREIGN Ar- 
FAIRS COMMITTEE. 

For some time after he had related the manner 
in which he was first elected to the Senate, Gen. 
Cameron remained silent, evidently thinking deep- 
ly over the many shifting scencsin bis busy life. 

hen. looking up suddenly, he said: Tes, yes, 
that spirit of opposition to dieparagement and de- 
traction has done much toward shaping my life. 
I'll tell you another instance of it, and then with- 
out further introduction he related the followin 
of important and hitherto unpublished politica 

story: 

‘* You remember, of course, what a fuss there 
was about the proposition to remove Senator Sum- 
ner from the Chairmanenip of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, but you do not know thatI was 
from the first very much opposed to that action; 
yet such was the case. I never regarded the posi- 
tion as being so very important s one, and as I had 
for along time served second on the Committee, 
I think 1 knew something about its 
duties. I was in Washington when it was first 
proposed to remove Mr. Sumner, and as 
soon as I heard of the plan Iat once protested 
against it. Isaw President Grant, among others, 
and urged upon him that it would be unwise to 
make the proposed change, and to ali the Senators 
of influence with whom came iu contact 1 made 
the same representations. Shortly after this, and 
before anything had been done in the matter, I re- 
turned to my home in Harrisburg. I had only 
been there a day or two, howgver, when I was in- 
formed by telegraph that Suthner was to be re- 
moved, and that I, being second on the Commit- 
tee, was to be substitatedin his place. Without 
waiting to pack my bag, I took the next train for 
Washington, and arriving while the Senate was yet 
in session, Iwentat once to the Chamber, fully 
determined to decline serving as Chairman of 
the Committee and to do all in my power to secure 
the retention of Mr. Sumner. Just ab I came in 
from the lobby, however, I found that Senator 
Schurz was making a speech, and as be was always 
a good falker, I stopped to listen to nim, when 
what was my surprise to hear that be was speaking 
on the proposed removal of Sumner, protesting 
avainst it, and declaring with more venom and ve- 
hemence than was at all necessary under the cir- 
cumstances that Simon Cameron, of all men inthe 
world, was the one least fitted to fill the chair of 
the Committee on Forign Relations. Indignant, 
and under the circumstances ! think naturally so, 
I jeft the Chamber, took no part in the debate, and, 
allowing things to shape themselves, was made 
Chairman of the Committee, a position which I 
never sought and never desired.“ 

JEFF DAVIS AND SIMON CAMERON. 

After the recital of this incident the conversa- 
thon turned upon the late Warand the events just 
preceding, and in his own modest, but none the 
less direct and entertaining style, the Generat told 
me story after story regarding those exciting times. 
At length, in reply to a question regarding Jeff 
Davis, he saſd: Oh! yes, 7 knew him very well. 
and for a long time boarded in the same house with 
bim. During the session of 1859, however, I 
changed my quarters, and did not see so much of 
him. Indeed, I had not met him, socially, for a 
long time, when one day I met Mrs. Davis on 
Pennsylvania avenue, and she said: 

** *Why don't you come and see Jeff? 

Oh! T will, one of these days, I replied. But 
this indirect answer did not please her, and as we 
parted I promised that I would come and take 
breakfast with him the next day. I did so. and 
after the meal was over we went to Mr. Davis' 
library and talked for a long time about the condi- 
tion of the country and the political situation. 
Even then (this was in 1850 it will be remem- 
bered) the Southern Senator seemed to be as- 
sured that a war was soon to follow. He talked 
freely on the subject, and commenting, in connec- 
tion with it. upon the action of the North in re- 
— to the question of slavery and fugitive siaves, 

e said, almost in anger: Lou are stealing our 
negroes; yes, sir, stealing them.“ 1 did not like 
like this expression, continued Gen. Cameron, 
and, becoming somewhat heated myself, I resent- 
ed it in words hardly more conciliatory than were 
Mr. Davis’. For a few minutes we were about as ex- 
cited as two men having sucn different views could 
de; butafteralittie we became calmer, and discussed 
other topics. I weil remember, however, that be- 
fore the dispute closed I said, with as mach ear- 
nestness as I could command: Tou may talk as 
you please, Davis, but I tell you that the moment 
you fire on the flag you will be lost forever; even 
your own slaves wili turn upon and help to destroy 
1 ‘No, sir, no. A thousand times, no! was 

is reply. We are much more sure of our ne- 
groea than vou are of your army. They will stay 
upon the plantations, raising corn and meal for 
our families, while we are in the fleld fighting with 
you for our rights.’ From that time on, said Mr. 
Cameron, in conclusion, I was convinced that 
war, and a desperate war at that, was not to be 
avoided.” 

LINCOLN’S FIRST SECRETARY OF WAR. 

„ little thought, bowever, he continued, 
after a short pause. bow soon it was to come, 
nor had I the least idea that 1 was to play any part 
in it.

Lincoln's first Secretary of War?“ I said,

I informed my visifor of this 
fact, but still he persisted, urging me to go to Spring- 
field to see Lincoln abont it. I refused to do this, 
however, and he then asked the direct question: 
‘Mr. Cameron, is there no place in the Cabinet 
that you will accept ‘ Well,’ I replied, ‘if you 
are authorized to come to me on this matter I wll 
be frank with you. If the Tueasury Department 
was offered to me, I think 1 would take it.’ 
‘Why, that's the very place the President intend- 
ed for you,’ the gentleman replied. Upon this 
assurance,’’ Mr. Cameron continued, ‘‘I went to 
Springfield and saw Mr. Lincoln. He offered me 
the Treasury Department. I accepted, and so the 
mutter was appsrentiy arranged, when suddenly 
he said, But now I don't know what to do witn 
Chase.’ 

Why not put him into the War Department” 
said I; ‘that will be the place for an ambitious 
man. or I am very much mistaken.’ 

Well, if you think so well of it. why not take 
it yourself?’ said Mr. Lincoln. I laughed at the 
notion, but he persisted, saying two or three times, 
es, yes, Il make you Secretary of War.’ Still 
[ laughed, thinking he was half in jest, and so the 
matter ended, When Mr. Lincoln arrived in Wash- 
ington, however, he sent for me again. By this 
time the political situation had become very se- 
rious, and the President, like everybody else, was 
a little excited, but even, after making due allow- 
ance for ali this, | am still ata loss to understand 
why he should bave offered me the Attornev-Gen- 
eralship; and yet that was the very thing he did al- 
most immediately after I arrived in the White 
House. Of course I declined.” continued Mr. 
Cameron. and for the very good reason that I was 
nota lawyer. I told the President this, and then 
he said: Well. will you take the War Depart- 
ment! ‘Yes. I will,’ was my reply, and without 
any further talk I was appointed. 

* THE FIRST DAYS OF THE REBELLION. 

ow difficalt it Was to fill the position, Gen. 
Cameron went on, ‘‘none but myself can ever 
know. A few weeks after I had been appointed 
the War broke out, and from my intimate acquaint- 
ance and frequent conversation with Mr. Davis and 
other Southern Senators 1 was convinced that the 
struggle was to de a long and determined one. 
Neither President Lincoin nor Mr. Seward shared 
that opinion, however. If I am not greatly mis- 
taken they both thought that the disturbance,’ as 
the Rebe lion was at first called, would soon: blow 
over. Ne arly all the peopl® were of the same 
opinion, Indeed. it was almost impossible to find 
aman who had any intelligent idea of the magni- 
tude of the strugeie which was then begun. Oh. it 
was a terrible time, Gen. Cameron  contin- 
ued, with increasing warmth and earnestness, 

a terrible time. We ere. entirely unpre- 

ared for such a conflict, and forthe’ moment. at 

east, absolutely without even the simplest in- 
etruments with which to engage in war. We had 
no gune. and ven if we had. they would have been 
of but little usc, for we had no ammunition to put 
in them. no powder, no saltpetre, no bullets, no 
anything that wae needed did the best I could 
under the circumstances, working day and night. to 
be ready forthe greatfiuhts which I knew must 
come. Bat still there were ve ry few peryors ho 
beheved that the War would last for more than a 
few weeks, or months atthe most. I clung to my 
original opwion, however, and advised that 500, - 
000 men be raised to put down the Rebeilion. Peo- 
dle laughed at me, thought I was mad. Even 

r. Seward, keen-witted and far-sichted ase 
he was, still believed that the trouble was 
to be short-lived, and mentioned 75,000 
men as an aimy sufficient forallthe needs of the 
nation. Afteratime, however, both he and the 
leading members of Congress began to see their er- 
ror, andthe Government was given authority to 
raise 500,000 men, the number which I at first 
suggested. 0 

the struggle progressed,’’ continued Mr. 
Cameron, the War Department became more and 
more distastefulto me. Indeed, my position was 
a most disagreeable cne. At first having no means 
atmy command; then laughed at for predicting 
that the War would bea long and bloody one: and 
all the time harassed by contractors and othere 
who were bent on making all they could out of the 
crisis, I was certainly not in a place to be envied. 
Stull, 1 held on. doing what I could, until, sin 
cerely believing that it would be for the best, | 
recommended that the negroes of the South-be 
armed and employed in the service of the Union. 
That idea was a trifle too advanced for the time. 
and the end of it was that 1 went out of tne Capi- 
net. 

A SECRET EFFORT TO IMPEACH PRESIDENT 
LINCOLN. 

„But you did notretire into private life?” I 
asked. No, no,” Mr. Cameron replied. Soon 
to youl was 
appointed Minister to Russia, and I spent some 
months in St. Petersburg. I was not satisfied 
there. however; nearly every day I heard of some 
misfortune which had befallen our army, and at 
last, more alarmed than I cared to admit to even 
my most intimate friends, I determined to return 
home. Lreached Washington toward the close of 
1863, and found thatI was not mistaken in the 
belief that it would require extraordinary effort to 
get us ant at our difficultv. And just here,” con-

tinued Mr. Cameron, ‘*I wil! pol eulet 9 seeret 
effort which was made to unseat dent Lincoln, 
an effort which was even then knowa to out few 
people. It was shortly after I ee back to Amer- 
ica,” he went on, and while I was resting at my 
home in Pennsylvania, that I received from a 
number of most pronunent gentlemen an invitation 
to visit Washington and attend a consultation 
which was to be held in regard to national affairs, 
I afterward discovered that this invitation was ex- 
tended to me because it was that my some- 
what unpleasant exit from the War De ent 
had rendered me hostile to Mr. Lincoln and bis 
Administration. Knowing nothing of this at the 
time, however, I went to the Capital and found as- 
sembled there a number of most influential gen- 
tlemen, who had come together ostensibly for the 
urpose of advising together regarding the condi- 
ion of the country. This, I say. was their os- 
tensible purpose for calling the meeting, but I soon 
found that their real object was to find means 
by which the President could be impeached 
and turned out of his office. The complaint against 
Mr. Lincoln was that he lacked ability and energy, 
and that he was not pushing the War with suffi- 
cient vigor. These reasons, and the plan of at- 
tack, if I may use the expression, were all made 
known to me. and I was asked for my advice. I 
gave it at once, stating with as much earnestness 
as I could command, that the movement proposed 
would be a disastrous one, and strongly urging 
that it would be littie short of madness to inter- 
tere with Mr. Lincoln's Administration. Then I 
left Washington and returned to my bome a firmer 
friend of the President than I had ever been before. 
And as you know., the Senator said, in conclu- 
siyn, the impeachment scheme never amounted 
to anything. Indeed, it was soon afterward utterly 
abandoned,” 
“GETTYSBURG SHOULD HAVE CLOSED THE WAR.”’ 

For afew moments after he had related the 
above striking incident of the days of the Re- 
bellion, Mr. Cameron remained silent and evi- 
Gently in deep thought. Then, suddenly lookin 
up again, he exclaimed, with more than his usua 
animation: Do you. know i have always been 
of the opinion that Gettysburg should have closed 
the War?“ To this somewhat startling proposi- 
tion he gave me no opportunity to make any 
reply, but went onto relate the following inter- 
esting recollections of the great battle: When 
the fight occurred, he said. I was on my farm 
near Harrisburg, and only about thirty miles from 
the field. ‘The day afterward, burning with im- 

atience to hear the details of the result, 

jomed a number of gentlemen who were 
going over to Gen. Meade’s headquarters. Ar- 
riving there, I found the Rebels in retreat, 
troops completely victorious. Be- 
ing informed, as 1 soon was, that the Potomac 
was flooded, that the enemy were almost 
certain to be destroyed if compelled to cross; 
knowing also that they were without ammunition 
or provisions, and believing, as I did, that they 
were completely at the mercy of our forces, I could 
not, and cannot to this day, understand why it was 
that Meade did not force the fighting, and make 
Gettysburg a second Waterloo. For nearly a week 
I continued to follow our army, and, becoming 
each day more and more convinced that the com- 
manding officer was not fully alive.to the situa- 
tion, I at last determined to telegraph my opinions 
to President Lincoln, and asked him to order a 
general attack on the retreating and demoralized 
Confederates. For this purpose I looked all about 
foratelegraph station. After a time I found one, 
and had the operator pointed out to me. I recall 
the circumstance most distinctly, the Senator 
continued. The operator was quite a youn 
man, and was lying at full length under a tree. 1 
went up to him and said, ‘I want to send a tele- 
gram,’ to which he replied rudely: 

„Well. you can’t send one unless you have an 
order from headquarters.’ 

„„What, said I, ‘will you refuse to senda 
dispatch to the President of the United States? 
He wag silent fora moment, and then, jumping 
to his feet, answered, very respectfully, *‘ Oh, 
no, sir, if it's to the President, of course Pu send 
it.’ 


Upon this, Mr. Cameron continued. I was 
about to send to Mr. Lincoln the ideas T had re- 
garding the opportunity of our army and the duty 
of its commander. Indeed, I had commenced to 
write when it occurred to me that, afterall, I was 

erhape not fully informed of the situation, ana 
hat I might be doing Meadea great injustice. For 
that reason! did not send the dispatch. Subse- 
quently, however, while 1 was in Washington, I 
saw toe President and told him just 
what I tuought about the battle, 
the great opportunity which I believed 
had been lost, and the fact that I had been on the 
point of telegraphing him. In reply he assured 
me that under the circumstances, had he received 
my telegram, he would have ordered a general and 
immediate battle; but, referring to Meade, he said 
most justly, and I shall never forget his words, 
We cannot blame him, Mr. Cameron; we cannot 
censure a man who has done so much because he 
did not do more. 

‘*That same evening, the Senator continued, 
„met Mr. Stanton, who was then Secretary of 
War, and had a long talk with him regarding the 
matter, and found that our views as to the battle 
agreed exactly; indeed, the Secretary declared 
with much emphasis that ‘Gettysburg should 
bave been, and c@uld have been made. 
the last great battle of the War.’ And just 
here, exclaimed Mr. Cameron, ‘'I want to ex- 
press to you the great admiration which I have al- 
ways had for Stanton. He was a great, big, brave 
loyal man; perhaps too harsh and quick-tempered 
in his treatment of those around him, but never- 
theless a thoroughly good and well-meaning man. 
He had terrible responsibilities, which at times 
caused him to be exacting almost tothe verge of 
injustice, but I am eure that he always intended to 
do right, and there is no doubt that he was in e- 
ery way the man best fitted for the place in the 
Government which he was called upontofill. He 
was a man of wonderful strength, not only of mind 
but of body, yet even he gave way under the con- 
stant, the never-ending, strain which was put up- 
on all his faculties. His death was hastened by, if 
it was not the direct result of, overwork in the War 
Department. 

JACKSON AND LINCOLN. 

With that rapidity of thought, distinctness, and 
directness of expression which have always been 
characteristic of him, Gen. Cameron continued for 
a time to talk of the War and incidents connected 
with it, until, again referring to politics, be said 
abruptly, ‘* And even Lineoln, great a man as he 
grew to be, was atone time exceedingly doubtful 
as to his hold upon the party. Then, without 
waiting forany comment upon this statement, he 
continued reflectively. Les, yes, I remember 
distinctly that he was not a littie troubled about 
the matter. It was in 1863, and thetalk of his 
renomination had begun. Of course, he was ex- 
ceedingly anxious for success, and be was very 
much disturbed at what he called the hostility of 
Chase and Weed, referring, of course, to Mr. 
Thurlow Weed, of New York. Regarding the 
position of these gentlemen, he said to me one 
day, 

Cameron. I don't like the idea of having 
Chase ARd Weed against me. I'm afraid I can't 
be nominatea if they continue to oppose me. 

‘** *Give yourself no uneasiness on that score,’ 
was my reply; the people are with you, and the 
leaders, even if they desire to do so, will be power- 
less to prevent your return to the White House,’ 
and then still further to reassure him, ] continued: 
‘The position of Gen. Jackson just before his 
fret term expired was an exceedingly critical one, 
which yours is not, and etill he was renominated.’ 
‘How was that?” he asked; and I went on to tell 
him of the fact that Jackson was under what was 
substantially a piedge not to run for a second 
term. 

And how did he get out of it, Cameron; how 
did he get out of it?’ he asked, repeating the 
question a second time. Oh. I replied, laugh- 
ing, the Legislatare of Pennsylvania sent him a 
letter representing tnat until his warfare on the 
United States Bank had been successfully con- 
cluded it would be againat the best interests of the 
country for him to retire, and on that account 
strongly urgivg him to accept a second term.’ 
‘Ah, ves, said the President. I see,’ and then, 
looking at me sharply he asked?’ * Cameron, 
could you get me a letter like that? 

es, It ink I might, was my reply. Do, 
do.’ he said, very earnestiv, and then, after a few 
more words on unimportant topics, we separated. 
I went to jarrisburg almost immediately, 
found the Legislature in session, and, call 
ing a few of our party friends together, 
I represented to them the political situation, and 
advised that such a letter us we bad years before 

to Jackson should then be forwarded to 
jncoln. They all agreed with me, and shortly 
afterward the letter was prepared and forwarded 
on behalf of allthe Republican Senators and Rep- 
resentatives of our State. And singularly enough, 
continued the General, it was modeled almost 
exactly after the Jackson letter, the only subsian- 
tial difference being that the War of the Rebeilion 
instead of the United States Bank was referred to 
as the evii which the President was relied upon to 
crush out.“ 

And did Lincoln ever acknowledge what you 
had done for him in the matter?’ 

well, not directly,“ Mr. Cameron replied; 
** bat some time after my visit to Harrisburg I was 
at a reception,—it was in the White house, if I 
remember correcily,—and as | was standing talk- 
ing to a number of geutiemen Mr. Lincoln ap- 
preached me, smiling, and hoiding out one of his 

eat big hands, covered with a white cotton giove, 
Build. 

“**it’s all right, 
heard from to-day.'’ 

If Lam not mistaken, that was the only refer- 
ence to the letter which he ever made in my 
presence.“ 

GRAN T's LAST SECRETARY OF WAR. 
** But all that is over now., ** the old Senator” 
continued. after a pause. poot Lincoln is gone, 
J have left Washington to raise turnips and 
you are well represented at the Capital.“ 
ITenggested. ** Les, he replied; ‘my son is 
there, and, strange as it may rem to most people, 
I had nothing to do with introducing him to public 
position, Indeed, Lknew nothing of his appoint- 
ment to the War Department until after it had been 
made. The night before his name was sent to the 
Senate I had dined with President Grant, bat he 
told me not one word of what he intended to do. 
The next day, however, as I was sitting quietly in 
my piace in the Senate, one of the President's sons 
came over to me and said, laughing: 

suppose the appointment that has just 
been sent in is satisfactory to you, Mr. Cameron.’ 

***What appointment! 1] asked, somewhat sur- 
prised; and then he told me that my son had been 
named for the War Department. That was really 
the first word I had heard about the matter, and 
~~ at the time I suppose most people thought that 

had asked for the appointment. 

Night began to fall as the General concluded this 
last incident of his public life; dinner was served 
soon afterward, and in the enjoyment of the 
bountiful hospitality of Donegal Farm, war and 
politics, appointments and confirmations, conven- 
tions and caucuses were for the time forgotten. 
And so ended my day with the old Senator. the 
loyal statesman, the faithful friend, the honest,

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Eads’ Jetties Not a Success.

WasHINGTON, June 3.—A gentleman in this 
city has a letter from an old sea Captain in New 


| Orleans, in reference to the failure of the jet- 


ties, from which I make a few extracts. I am 
assured that the Captain knows what he is 
talking about. The letter is dated May 25: 

Jim Lyons, bar pilot of the City of Bristol, told 
me, when she went out draw twenty-three feet 
and two inches, that there a bar inside the 
7 with only twenty feet of water on it, and 

hat he drove her upon it with full speed. She 
stuck. From her mainmast forward there was 
twenty-four feet; from her mainmast aft there was 
only twenty feet.

THE RAILROADS. 


TERMINAL CHARGES, 

It was stated in yesterday’s Trisunp that an 
effort is making to abolish the high terminal 
charges on grain that have been prevailing at 
this point lor some years past, and that the 
movement was likely to be successful, as there 
was but one road—the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern—that had not yet agreed to the re- 
form, and the prospects were that this road 
would not stand out long against so popular a 
movement. I looks now, however, asif the 
movement will come to naught and the high 
terminal charges continue to prevail for some 
time to come. Not only does the Lake Shore 
& Michigan Soutuern not show any desire to 
join inthe movement, but it has since found 
au ally in the Michigan Central Railroad, which 
also refuses to sign the agreement. 
As both these roads are guided by Vanderbilt’s 
desires, it is evident that this gentleman is no 
more in favor of low terminal charges at Chi- 
cago than at New York. In order to compre- 
hend the excuse Vanderbilt’s roads make for 
not joining in the movement for doing away 
with the high terminal charges,it will be neces- 
sary to state that the Western railroad lines at 
this point have been charging the Eastern roads 
$2 per car for switching grain-laden cars to the 
elevators and returning them. The elevators 
made an additional cher e of $1 for load- 
ing and trimming. hese charges, 83 
per car, the grain, or ratner the ship- 
pers, had to pay. As other Southwestern 
points either charged no terminal charges at all 
or rather light ones, it is not surprising that 
much of the grain which would have come to 
this city was diverted to other points; ana to 
bring the business back to this city the shippers 
have been clamoring for a reduction of terminal 
charges here. To satisfy these demands, the 
Western lines agreed that, if the Eastern lines 
would pay them $1 per car, they would drop the 
other dollar. The elevators agreed at the same 
time to charge nothing for trimming and load- 
ing, thus reducing the total terminal charges at 
this point to a nominal figure and placing Chi- 
cago on a level with other competing points. 
The Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, and the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & 
St. Louis Railroads at once signified their 
willingness to accept the proposition, but 
Vanderbilt’s roads kicked against it, claiming 
that the charge of 81 per car for switching by 
the Western roads was unfair, and demahdin 
that the latter should charge nothing at all. 
This, of course, would put all the expenge for 
moving and switching the cars to and from the 
elevators upon the Western roads, while the 
Eastern roads reaped all the benefit to be de- 
rived from the reduction. 

THE CHICAGO & NORTHWESTERN. 

The has been no apparent change in the situ- 
ation as regards the annual election of the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railroad. Both sides 
are still working with all their might to obtain 
the requisite numberof proxies. It is admitted 
by both sides that the yote will be a close one, 
and that one or two men will have it in their 
power to decide the election. It was reported 
around the Pacific Hotel corridors yesterday 
that Perry H. Smith holds the balance of power. 
As far as can be ascertained Mr. Smith is still 
sitting on the fence, and has not vet decided 
on which side of it he will come down. 
Three or four caucuses were held at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday, but it did not 
transpire what was done. It is generally be- 
lieved that a compromise between the contest- 
ing parties will be made before the hour of 
election arrives. The great obstacle in the way 
of such an arrangement is the distrust with 
which Mr. Gould’s offers are viewed, it being 
feared that he might try a coup d’etat at the 
last moment.~ President Keep stated last even- 
ing that so far no arrangement of any kind has 
been made, and it will be impossible to tell 
anything about the result until the election 
takes place. ; 

The annual election of the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railroad takes place this morn- 
ing. As far us can be ascertained there is no 
contest in regard to the control of the road, and 
no changes are expected. Yet it is claimed 
that Gould’s strength in the directory is not as 

owerful as is generally supposed, and a major- 

ty of the Board is likely to go back on him if 
he loses the control of the Northwestern at the 
annual election to-morrow. It is preaicted that 
if Mr. Gould is beaten in the contest now being 
waged, his strength as a railroad manipulator 
will be gone, and that he can never regain the 
power and influence he has had heretoiore.

Wheat, corn, 
and oats were rushed in here at such a rate during 
the latter half of last month as to seriously de- 
press prices of spot by the weight of offerings, and 
encouraged the short sellers to operate on the 
theory that it would never stop pouring. The re- 
ceipts are now much less in volume, and with con- 
tinued wet weather the tendency now seems to be 
to a stiffening in prices. Not a few think about 
quotations as Cardinal Richelieu did of a certain 
visitor that bowed too low. 

The dry-goods market was without marked 
change. There wasa fair scasonable demand and 
a steady set of prices. Groceries were reasonabi y 
active and were generally steady. Sugars were 
easy, though holders generally are of the opinion 
that prices must soon advance. Coffecs were not 
specially firm, the quoted prices frequently being 
shaded. Rice, teas, sirups, molasses, etc., were 
aboutsteady. Nochanges were apparent in the 
dried-fruit market. Fish were in good request, 
and salt-water descriptions were firm, in sympathy 
with the Eastern market. Whitefish were lic per 
- br lower. There was a little better feeling in 
the butter market, the improved tone being due 
to moderate receipts and a slightly-increased ship- 
ping demand. Cheese remained dull, with prices 
unimproved. Stocks are largely excessive, and 
still lower quotations may be looked for before 
many days. In the market for oils, paints, and 
colors, no quotable changes were developed. 
There was a fair demand at about steady rates. 
Tobacco, 
bagging, coal, and wood were unchanged. 

The offerings of cargo lamber were emall, and 
soon sold to the city trade at the lately advancea 
prices. The yard market was steady and mod- 
erately active. The wool market was quiet and 
unchanged. Broom-corn was inquired for in a 
small way, but large orders continue scarce, and 
the market is not very strong. Secds were little 
better than nominal, chieily in consequence of the 
meagre Offerings, for some orders for fine grades 
of seed were received which could not te filled. 
Hides were quiet. The demand for hay was lim- 
ited, but smaller receipts prevented a further 
break, though prairie was weak. the city buyers 
being partly supplied by the farmers residing in 
the surrounding country. Poultry and eggs were 
weak, under large receipts. Green fruits were 
lower, except oranges and lemons.

This Association, 
jt will be remembered, was organized here last 
for the purpose of protecting the retail 

At that time there was some consider- 
agitation of the subject of direct trade 
— Chicago wholesale men and country 
neumers, and the object of the present Con- 
yention is to remove the difficulties which have 


peretofore blocked the way. 
THB PRESIDENT. 

Convention was called to order about 
10:30 o'clock by the President of the Aésocia- 
tion, Mr. P. Hallenbeck, of Altona, III., who, in 
 orief opening address, said that the cause 
which had brought them together was a com- 
mon one, affecting the interests of all who were 
gssembled. He could see no reason why the 
1 e and retail dealers should not meet 
apd do business on friendly terms, and it was 
with deep regret that he remembered the 
preach of the pest few years. Their common 
interests required that the breach should be re- 

The action of the wholesale dealers in 
and

He. trusted that wise counsels would prevail, 
end that the conference with the wholesale 
dealers during the progress of. the Convention 
would result mn more harmonious relations be- 
tween the two classes. All honorable men, he 
held, believed that the retail dealers were fully 
justified, in asking to be protected. 
THE SECRETARY. 
Mr. W. B. Judson, the Secretary, submitted 


the following report 

The report of your Secretary will necessarily in- 
clude that of the T'reasurer also. As your organ- 
jzation has been in existence but seven months, 
and during most of that time its chief energies 
have been directed to the increase of its member- 
ship list, itis impossible for the showing of our 
work in that brief time to de as altogether satisfac - 
tory as it might be five months hence. Being or- 
ganizea to effect results depending almost 
absolutely upon the namber of members it could 
acquire. 1 object thus far has been to 
swell the list, and in that particular it may be 
recorded that the Work has been successful. 

The Association was organized wiih a memvper- 
ship of only thirty-two lumber-dealers or firms. 
Since the organization 342 certificates have been 
jeaned, and the members of the Iowa Retai! Lum- 
berman’s Association having by mail voted to unite 
with thie body, your Secretary was authorized by 
the Vice-President of that organization to add its 
list to ours, which has been done, and now gives a 
total membership of 429. The details are ex- 
pected to be ratified at this meeting. The only 
feasible method of soliciting members has been 
through the mails, and from the inception of this 
movement to the present time 19,500 circulars 
have been sent out for that purpose. Over 500 let- 
ters have been written, besides over 8, 000 circular 
Jetiera with the electric pen. 

Ewhty-seven complaints have 
against wholesale dealers; thirty of them were 
upon shipments prior to the Directors’ meeting. 
The Secretary has collected in all $42.20 of such 
claims. A number have been settled by the 
amounts being placed to the member's credit on 
the wholesale dealers’ books. and a number are 
now on hand in progess of adjustment. 

Your Secretary tinds that, while in some cases 

holesale dealers have expressed disapprobation 
b> this Association and its objects, very manv of 
them are giad to co-operate with and unhesitat- 
ingiy approve of it. Various discussions have 
arisen with regard to the definition of a retail

of the Association in regard to sales

Total receipts from 
members, $738.

Messrs. Macknette, Smyser, Waliace, Gifford, 
Allen, and Golden were appointed a Committee 
on Nominations. 

Messrs. Menefee, Hassett, French, White, 
Kimball, and Wiley were appointed a Commit- 
tee on New Business. 

At this stage the Convention took a short re- 
cess. 

On again coming to order, a committee was 
appointed to revise the constitution, consisting 
of Messrs. Smitb, Stewart, Macknette, Manning, 

and Giffin. 

On motion, the members of the Iowa Associa- 
tion were admitted to membership on condition 
of their paying the future assessmeuts. In the 
cases of those who had already paid an initia- 
tion fee, it was agreed that the amount so paid 
should be credited on the assessment. 

The Convention then adjourned until 7o0’clock 
in the evening, for the purpose of hearing the 
report ot a private conference in the afternoon 
with the Committee from the Lumberman’s Ex- 


change. 

The Convention reassembled in the evening. 

THB CONFERENCE. 

Mr. F. W. Smith, of the Committee appointed 
toconfer with the wholesale dealers, made a 
verbal report of their talk and the results, or

men half-way. lt seemed to his Committee 
that the Association should look at the matter 
in the same spirit.

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STEAMBOAT BUILDING. 

Several new stcam vessels are in contemplation, 
all of which will be built at or near Detroit, prob 
ably. The most important of the lot will be one 
to be built for the Canada Southern Railway, for 
use in transferring care near the Lime Kilns. The 
general features of this boat were decided upon a 
long time ago, but now the specifications and 
minute drawings are being prepared, and, prob- 
ably, ere long the work of building will be com- 
menced. The boat will bea side-wheeler, 257 
feet long, 267 feet over all, thirty-nine feet of 
actual huil, sixty-four feet wide over all, and 
fourteen feet depth of hull. She will be built for 
two tracks, each track to hold eight cars.

The Confederate Brigadiers in the House 
have at last got into a position where they can re- 
duce the Federal army without risking their own 
lives.
